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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 
Claims 1-10 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In the claims "submitted by payees" is vague and indefinite as it is not clear how it further limits 
the presented checks. Does the applicant mean check drawn to payees? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

Claims 1-10 and 27 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 over Positive Pay in view 
of U.S. Patent Number 5,781 ,654 to Carney and U.S. Patent no. 5,895,455 to Bellinger et al. 

The applicant argues Positive Pay does not teach the reception of a presentment file by teaching a 

system that receives a check or an image of the check itself. And the applicant argues that even if this 

teaching were commensurate in scope with that of the applicants claims, the presentment file would not 

relate to multiple checks presented as required by claims 1 and 10. The examiner finds that teaching 

renders obvious the multiple check file as the transmission of multiple checks in a transmission would 

have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time as motivated by the need to batch process the 

clearing process. That is, a payor submitting multiple checks individually via multiple electronic files or 

collectively in a batch file would have merely been a matter of design choice. For at the end, each check 

would be cleared with the same process. 

The applicant also argues that the reference fails to disclose of "comparing said presentment check file 
with said payor check file thereby producing an exception file containing at least one 
exception item. It is agreed that the Positive pay compares a payor check 

file with each check presented on a check-by-check basis. The examiner argues that multiple checks 
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submitted electronically reads on this limitation as it would have been obvious to submit these items in a 
batch process or to store the checks in a file according to payee file. (If the presentment file were to b be 
unique from that check file, the applicant can circumvent this rejection.) 

The examiner has considered the applicants arguments directed to claim 1 0, but in view of the statte of 
the art of electronic communications finds them unpersuasive. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action.
